eng ofrhe Kings, of that famous Army of Theurons, 
Tigurines, Ambruas amd Cimbrians , which Marius 
ated vponthe barders of Fraunce rowards italy, 
whedahey were ready to enter-and inuadeir;, in the 
. yeare ofthe foundation oF R'ome 642 and beforethe 
Incarnation ofour Sauiour joy. For his name, quality 
and height Florws tells ir vs incheſefew words hb. Zo 
Cap.

—_ Erx ip/6 Thentobress quatermes, fenc (que equos rr mm-

man of an exceſſive height , whighnden the very 
trophees for rhat wars. Oralus lib, 5.cap+16, dothre- 
hearſe ita great deale more at length, and ſurely wich 
a great deale more truth then any, ſaying that theſe 
Barbarians came with their huge Army to aſlayle 
Marius in his owne camp,neerethe fallingofthe riucr 
Liſere intotheRoſne, with whom having had ſame 
light skirmiſhes diuers dayes, at laſt rhinking rhem- 
"6 A ſtrong enough,they diuidedtheirarmy inthree,. 
and ſo went three ſcuerall wayes 3 wherby Marius 
took timeto diſlodge,and ſert his Cargpe in a place of 
more aduantage vpon a little hill, commaunding the 
enemies 3 from which falling to barrolt , he did kill 
200000, ofchem and tooke 8000. priſoners; among 
the reſt making mencion of their king which cithor 
by error of report, or of former ſcribes, or latePrin- 
ters, he calles [heurobodus, who (ſaith be) did make 
the viory more glorious by his death. As alſo after- 
ward the very women , who ſeing they could not ob- 
tayne from Marius, freedome for their bodies, andli- 

to ſcrue their owne Gods according totheir cu» 
ſtome;afrer they had killed, firfttheir owne children, 
and thenthe moſt part one another, thereft did hang 
themſelues attheir cart-wheeles , ſome with. ropes, 
fome wich their owne hayres.. 

I know ſome will ſay with Plutarch- and Florus that 
Marius did ouerthrow thoſe Barbariaus in another 
part of France hard by Aix,& Marſeilles in aProuince 
which is farr enough. from Daufine. ; And that the 
Marſilians did incloſe their vincs with the bones of 
thoſe that were the ſlain,ſo "OG Was. 
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But the anſwere isready , that according to the 
hugenumbers'whereofthis floud of men was copoun- 
ded, Marius didnoronerthrow-them all at once, by 
reaſon alſo that they had divided themſclues, as Oro- 
ſus ſaith; and thatthoſe who were defeated there, we 
but the third part which went that way rowards I- 
taly,whome Marius alſo ouertooke and cut ſhort afrer 
he had ouerthrowenrtheſe former. And although Flo. 
rus make but one ofthe ouerthrowes at Marſeilles and 
the death of Theutobocus 3 yer ſince he himlelfe doth 
ſpe cificthe height of that king , and we finde him bus 
ried inthis place, itmuſt neEdes folow he was not kil- 
led very farrthence., Finally though we had not thoſe 
ſtrong likelihood and proofes we knowe that the firſt 
part of theſe Barbatians wich theirking Theutobocus 
were'\defeated fiot farre from the place where we 
haue found his Tombe, yer the modalls of the ſtamp 
hereunder repreſented , thathaiie ben found therein, 
marking ſo clecrely Marius, & being ſo like tothoſe 
ofthe Amphitheator of Oranges , all which is alſoof 
Marius , do ſhow howſoeuer and proue without any 
difficulty,that this our Giant was noneels then Theu- 
tobocus, aKing among theſe Theutons , and other 
Barbarians,whom ConſulMarius overthrew vponthe 
borders of France eitherin Daufine or Provence, 
brought from whereſoever,and vpon what focuer 0c- 
caſions,to be buried where we haue found him,

He better toverifie that which we report, our 
Thenutobeeus ot an Almide race,weewillilpeake a 
word ofthe bones of Giants which are found ar 
this day in Germany and elſewhere. Firſt inthe Citty 
of (Vornes, which is thought to be builded by the G1- 
ants, there is found the tombe ofa Giant called z- 
rusfephery or lephem of the Horne , with a certain clouen 
ſaffe and aſtone wherewith he vied to falute himſelte; 
the which ſtaffe is as bigg as one- could well brace in 
his armes as long as thirty ordinary paces, and the 
ſtone fower foote high large downwards ten paces & 
vpward, before inthefaſhion of a piratnyd. And vn- 
derthe Town-houſe there are many bones of diners 
ſortes of divers Beaſts very huge, as alſo diuers bones 
of men, as the broken bones ot the arme andthigh of 
aGiant , which is of the bigneſle of afoote round & 
a foote and ahalic inlength, and that ofthe thigh of 
the likebignes, but two foore and a halfe long. 
Ar Openhoin there is the whole bone of the thigh of 
a Gianr three foote and ahalfe long, and they lay 
hee was borne inthe ſame houſe where the bone re- 
maineth, the houſe is called vntill this day, the houſe 
ofthe Giant and is not ſolde without this bone. 
Art Saint Troythere was found within the Rhine An. 
1612.the bone of the leftthigh of a Giant of the ſame 
B 2 bipucde 
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bignefle that this of Theuroboeur , foure foote long,the 
which is now atClexes inthe houſe of Monſieur #1fſ-1, of 


Skull beſides rhar of one thigh , yer not akogether 
whole but ſomewhartrotten. His teeth were waighed 
and three of them waighed 100 onnces. The ſame 
body was by skilfull men indged to haue been 200 cu- 
bites. And thoſeteerh hang to this day with chaines 
in the Church of Drepano. 

In the Hege hard by the wood there is a Gentleman 
who hath in his houſe a thigh bone 3 foote inhight, 
and in thicknes one. 

Act Rotterdam 2'gardener hath « legg bone two foote 
long, which he found inan Abbey, 

AtGrenineghen they holde it for true, of a Church 
chere which hath bcene builded by Giants without a- 
ny ladder. Iris 25 foote in height, round above, after 
the forme ofa Drum, and 40 foote in bredrh3 built 
vpon huge a——_— pillars, and did ſerue for a 
kinde of houſe and ſtrong defence tothemy, 500 yeare 
before Chriſts comming, - 

Art Francfort there is a iaw tooth or grinder as they 
cearmethem, as big as ones fit which is in the handes 
of Monſieur Malepart. 

Art Darmeſtat there is in the honſe ofthe Prince ma- 
ny bones of Giants. 

At Bona vponthe Rhine, there is to be ſeene athigh 
bone of a Giant five foote high. 

Ar Ladebonrg fiſhermen found the bodyes of two 
Giants theone 30 foote high, the ocher 2 2. who rooke 
away onelythechigh and legg bones of the greateſt. 

At Mayom necre Fravkended, hath been found x hip 

one 
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bone ofthe ___ ofthe bullet of a batrring Cannon; 

The Duke of 8ariens hath a bigg bone of a mighty 
Giantsthigh, which hath cofthim very deere And 
bath beene ſhewed of late in Parisatthe faire of $.Ger- 
man; being z foote anda halfe long. 

Andinthertime ofCeſar there liued amerucilous Gi= 
ant called Dr#oy, fiftcene cubites high full ofhorrible 
and cruelltiraony,who lived in avery ſtrong Caftle in 
Brabant (cituate vpon a mariſhe by the fide of the riuer 
Schalaiszthe which Giant conſtrained all that paſt that 
rivertoleauetherethe moyerie oftheir marchidizes, 
and if any did fail all was forfeited, and the Marchant 
loſt bis hand. Whereforethe placewas named Havr- 
werp, which is as much co ſay ; as cut off the hand, 
which is now called 4mwerp. 

With this Giant fought a Knight of Czſars called 
Brarius and braucly flewhim , whence ir is likely that 
the word, brauc came Thoſe oftherowne of Amwerpe 
ſhow atthis day in their rown-houſe ſome bones of 
the ſaid Giant, which are of marucilous grearnes. 

At Brages inthe Priſon of the towne vnder the gate 
vppon two lrons, there is a thigh-bonebigg in the 
middeſt, of a foote in roundnes, and long three foote 
and ahalfe, and is ſaid ro be of a Gianr dich builded 
the priſon withour a ladder. 

At Stenan in digging the ditches ofthe Towne hath 
been found the whole bones of a Giant 22 foote bigh 
in the time that the Duke of z«tkion held ir , from the 
Duke of Lorraine 

Two yeares ſince there was found within 3 leagues 
of Mets the head of a Giant which was as bigg as the 
barrel ofa drum,which was returnedto the ſard Duke, 
B 3 ſauing 
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that Citty keepeto themſclucs. 

Bocaceafhirmech chatin histime inthe bottomwe ofa 
mountain nearc the citty of Drepan in Scicilywas found 
the whole Body of amarveilous Giant, in his full pro- 
portion holding a fiaffe club, orrather atice ofthe 
forme of a maſt of aſhip,the which ſtaffe being touch- 
ed, went preſently to duſt, being garniſhed within 
with leade, which being melted weighed fifteen quin- 
tals, every.quincal containinga hundred poung. The 
Body being likewiſe touched curned-to duſt , excepr 
ſome bones andthree of his teeth. 

In the Caſlle of Afowlins in the prouince of Bourthere 
is the Picture of an- huge boy'd Giant , with atrue 
ſhoulder bone ofhis, which might well ſerue for ata- 
bleto ſix men. 

All which thinges are yer, either to be ſcene to this 
day,or read in faithfull Auchors : therefore withour 
doubr ſotrue , as they that will gaine fay them, muſt 
needes be euen leſſe-then Pigmies in any skill, witr, 
learning, or iudgement, and more then very Giants in 
ignorance, rudenefleand brutiſhnefle.
